BRAGG CITY— A circuit judge has set 
March 16 as the date for the first degree 
murder trial of a grocer here accused of 
hiring a customer to murder his wife. 
Winston Eugene Holt 34, is accused of 
offering Roger Dale'Jackson, 18, of Bragg 
City, $1,000 to kill Mrs. Joyce Holt at the 
couple’s home Nov. 23. 
Jackson, also charged with first-degree 
murder, has testified that he fatally shot 
Mrs. Holt as she arrived home from the 
grocery after Holt showed him “step by 
step” how he wanted the slaying com­ 
mitted. 
Holt is free on $25,000 bond. Jackson is in 
the Pemiscot County jail under $25,000 
bond. 
Holt was arrested Nov. 25 after Wanda 
McAllister, 17, of Bragg City, told sheriff’s 
deputies that she and Holt were lovers and 
that the grocer planned to kill his wife 


because she refused to give him a divorce. 
Miss McAllister, who has been granted 
immunity for her testimony, testified at a 
preliminary hearing for Holt Dec. 10 that 
the grocer described how he failed at least 
five times to kill Mrs. Holt. 
She said Holt first asked her for a date two 
years ago when she was 15 and pregnant but 
that the two did not become romatically 
involved until January 1976. 
She said the grocer promised to build a 
house for her and her baby girl and to 
marry her after disposing of his wife. 
Jackson, an umemployed farm laborer, 
said he agreed to the killing after Holt 
promised to wipe out debts owed for 
groceries for his wife and two small 
children plus a cash payment. 
Jackson and Miss McAllister are cousins. 
Miss McAllister ¿aid Holt planned to 
“hire someone out of Memphis he knew" to 


kill Mrs. Holt, but changed his mind and 
offered the job to Jackson in April. 
The plan, she said, was to "gut shoot" 
Mrs. Holt, drag her body in the bathroom 
and set fire to the house. Jackson said Holt 
brought him to the house the afternoon of 
the murder and described how he was to 
shoot Mrs. Holt as she entered the front 
door. 
At the hearing Miss McAllister testified 
that Holt told her he tried to drown his wife, 
who could not swim, on a previous occasion 
but that the plan failed when fishermen 
approached. 
Miss McAllister said Holt also described 
trying to fatally shock his wife by “rigging 
up the bathtub and pushing a radio into the 
water.” 
Another plan, she said, was to shoot his 
wife in front of his mother and claim the gun 
misfired. 


On the night, Mrs. Holt was slain, Miss 
McAllister said Holt called her and said he 
was going to a basketball game with his 
family at Neelyville, Mo., and added, 
"Tonight’s the night." 
Miss McAllister claimed she tried to call 
off the murder by phoning Jackson before 
Mrs. Holt was to leave the store but he could 
not be reached. 
Jackson said that, besides Holt and Miss 
McAllister, his wife, father, father-in-law 
and two friends knew of the murder plan 
and that his father-in-law told him he was 
“stupid” if he did it. 
Jackson said he became frightened and 
almost decided to leap out of the bedroom 
where he was waiting as Mrs. Holt arrived 
at the house, but he was afraid she would 
not believe him if he explained the situation 
to her, so he shot her four times and ran. 
Jackson called Mrs. Holt his "friend."

One of the most outrageous forms of discrimination in 
our country is that practiced by society against the man 
or woman over 65 who still wants and needs work. 
Congress says, in effect, that we don’t want such people 
on our employment rolls. So, if a man is lucky enough to 
find a job after 65, and he earns more than $2.760 per 
year, he will be penalized. 
The penalty comes into effect through a reduction in 
social security benefits For each $2.00 earned above 
$2.760 in any year. $1.00 of social security benefits will be 
forfeited until all such benefits are finally eliminated. 
Note that this penalty applies only to earned income. If 
a person has been sufficiently successful during his 
working years to accumulate capital, he may enjoy the 
income from his investments without penalty. This is the 
opposite from our taxing philosophy, which currently 
taxes unearned income at a higher maximum rate than 
earned income (70 per cent versus 50 per cent). 
Many older people, forced into premature retirement 
at the arbitrary age of 65. find that their incomes are fact 
insufficient to provide them with the good life they once 
enjoyed The social security forfeiture provisions may be 
a minor burden to those who can overcome employment 
obstacles and still work continuously to pull down major 
incomes But for those who are able to work only at low 
rates, and not continuously, the present law is crushing. 
The worst situation is to earn more than $230 per 
month, but less than twice one’s monthly benefit. These 
people — the ones who most need to supplement their 
incomes — are those most discriminated against. For 
them, it may amoun to near total confiscation of their 
earnings, since they will be subject to tax on this earned 
income, while losing another 50 per cent of it in reduced 
social security benefits.

more than S60 billion in gross 
national product in 1976 


These losses occurred because 
the oil price increase triggered a 
decline in real disposable in­ 
come which in turn resulted in a 
cut in consumption and in­ 
vestment spending 
The maintenance of our high 
standard of living in the United 
States and the solution to the 
problem of unemployment are 
both dependent on capital for­

RIP-OFF 
One of the most outrageous forms of discrimination in 
our country is that practiced by society against the man 
or woman over 65 who still wants and needs work. 
Congress says, in effect, that we don’t want such people 
(mi our employment rolls. So, if a man is lucky enough to 
find a job after 65, and he earns more than $2,760 per 
year, he will be penalized. 
The penalty comes into effect through a reduction in 
social security benefits. For each $2.00 earned above 
; $2,760 in any year, $1.00 of social security benefits will be 
forfeited until all such benefits are finally eliminated. 
Note that this penalty applies only to earned income. If 
a person has been sufficiently successful during his 
working years to accumulate capital, he may enjoy the 
income from his investments without penalty. This is the 
opposite from our taxing philosophy, which currently 
taxes unearned income at a higher maximum rate than 
earned income (70 per cent versus 50 per cent). 
Many older people, forced into premature retirement 
at the arbitrary age of 65, find that their incomes are fact 
insufficient to provide them with the good life they once 
enjoyed. The social security forfeiture provisions may be 
a minor burden to those who can overcome employment 
obstacles and still work continuously to pull down major 
incomes. But for those who are able to work only at low 
rates, and not continuously, the present law is crushing. 
The worst situation is to eam more than $230 per 
month, but less than twice one’s monthly benefit. These 
people — the ones who most need to supplement their 
incomes — are those most discriminated against. For 
them, it may amount to near total confiscation of their 
earnings, since they will be subject to tax on this earned 
income, while losing another 50 per cent of it in reduced 
social security benefits. 
This is a cruel and unjust law. It ought to be changed.

Oil Price Increase 
The big economic question is 
not how much the oil price in­ 
crease announced by OPEC will 
cost us in 1977 Secretary of 
Commerce Elliot Richardson 
has already estimated the price 
tag at $2 billion plus an ad­ 
ditional 1 per cent of excess 
inflation 
The real question, according 
to senior economists, is how to 
“survive” the disaster that our 
economy suffered when we lo6t 
the oil war of 1973. When the 
Arab oil- producing nations 
quadrupled their prices after the 
Yom Kippur War, they dealt a 
body blow to the West from 
which we have never recovered. 
The out-of-pocket price in­ 
crease we pay when we drive 
into service stations for a fill-up 
is only the least of the economic 
costs 
Brookings 
Institution 
economists estimate that the 
fourfold price hike also cost us 
more than two million jobs and 
more than $60 billion in gross 
national product in 1976. 


These losses occurred because 
the oil price increase triggered a 
decline in real disposable in­ 
come, which in turn resulted in a 
cut in consumption and in­ 
vestment spending. 
The maintenance of our high 
standard of living in the United 
States and the solution to the 
problem of unemployment are 
both dependent on capital for­ 
mation. It is our tremendous 
investment in capital, plants 
and machinery that enables the 
American worker to turn out so 
much more with fewer hours of 
work than our hardworking 
neighbors in other countries. 
The worst effect of the Arab 
oil increase is that American 
savings are no longer pouring 
into capital investment in suf­ 
ficient amounts. Industry ex­ 
pansion that was attractive 
when oil cost $2.75 a barrel is 
simply not feasible with $l2-a- 
barrel oil. The shrinkage in 
capital investment means 
a 
shrinkage in jobs. 


During 
1975 
aqd 
1976, 
economists were predicting that 
the U.S. economy would “ad­ 
just” and “absorb,” catch its 
breath, and resume its steady 
progress. That didn’t happen 
Now economists are saying that 
it is doubtful we can ever absorb 
the price increases we’ve 
already suffered, and that we 
are facing a bleak future of 
permanent lower living stan­ 
dards, caught between unem­ 
ployment and inflation. 
Underlying the whole problem 
is 
one 
little 
statistic 
that 
staggers the imagination. 
The OPEC nations have been 
selling oil to the West at $11.51 a 
barrel, f o b. the Persian Gulf, 
that co6ts them only 25 cents a 
barrel to produce. 
The reason why we don’t dare 
do anything about this highway 
robbery is the specter of Soviet 
military power that overhangs 
the world. Lt. Gen. Daniel O. 
Graham (Ret.), now of the 
Center for Advanced Inter­ 
national 
Studies 
at 
the 
University of Miami, reminds us 
that “Moscow has urged steady 
increases in oil prices... and use 
of the ‘oil weapon’ to further 
political ends.” 
The Kremlin hasn’t even been 
subtle about its new economic 
strategy of “joining ranks with 
the oil- producing countries”in a 
worldwide 
“anti-imperialist 
struggle.” 
The oilprice problem is of such 
major dimensions that solutions 
should be forged on many fronts. 
One solution is to restore our 
military superiority over the 
Soviets so that we don’t have to 
acquiesce in their arrogant 
encouragement 
of the oil 
weapon. 
Another solution is to promote 
collective bargaining among the 
major oil- consuming nations: 
the 
United 
States, Western 
Europe, Japan and Brazil. We 
can notify the oil producers that, 
anytime they raise their oil 
prices, we will likewise raise the 
prices of the things they want to 
buy 
from 
us, 
including 
automobiles, trucks, air con­ 
ditioners and food.

About 210 million Americans 
do not live in San Francisco. But 
what is currently taking place in 
that city has a direct bearing on 
a question of concern to every

Nearly 2,000 of San Fran­ 
cisco’s 18,000 city employes, 
members of 10 craft unions, 
went on strike March 31, halting

the streets. Since then, San 
Franciscans have been further 
plagued by separate strikes 
involving bus and cab drivers. 
Not that the strikers can be 
blamed. Voter-mandated budget 
cuts would reduce the wages of 
street sweepers, for example, 
from $17,300 a year to between 
$12,000 and $14,300. 
But what reason under the 
California sun was there for 
paying street sweepers more 
than $17,000 a year in the first 
place? This, along with other 
free-wheeling spending which 
has led bis drivers for the 
Golden Gate Transit District to 
reject an offer that would give 
them about $28,000 in pay and 
benefits, 
was the price of 
capitulation to two previous 
municipal strikes. 
Surely, if San Franciscans had 
indulged in less fiscal folly and 
exercised more firmness a few 
years ago, they might not be in 
the situation they are today. It is 
now a contest of wills, and the 
outcome depends upon which 
side can outlast the other. 
But whatever the outcome of 
the strike in San Francisco, the 


moral should be plain to every 
city worker in every city in the 
country, whether overpaid or 
underpaid. That is that the 
public’s willingness to buy labor 
peace at any price is coming to 
an end.

It is a rare 
politician, indeed, that could 
stand up to such a temptation. 
Unfortunately, under such a 
system, your money would be 
worthless before the politician 
who possessed such freedom 
completed his first term in of­ 
fice. The separation of the 
powers of the Federal Reserve 
Board from the Administration 
is absolutely essential to the 
maintenance of sound money.

The issues surrounding the 
case of Gary Mark Gilmore, the 
convicted murderer who has 
asked to be allowed to “die like a 
man” by facing a firing squad in 
Utah, will long be hotly debated 
by legal experts and a lay public 
interested in crime and punish­ 
ment. 
For the moment, it would 
seem difficult to disagree with 
Gov. Calvin Rampton’s issuance 
of a reprieve. The Governor’s 
action followed a ruling by the 
Utah Supreme Court which, by a 
vote of 4 to 1, had approved the 
execution. 
We are deeply troubled by the 
view that the state should have 
the power to take a human life, 
even 
at 
the person’s 
own 
request. The idea of making the 
state a partner in what would 
otherwise be suicide seems to us 
morally 
reprehensible, 
even 
without consideration of the 
further risk that execution-on- 
demand might subsequently be 
encouraged by unbearable 
prison 
conditions. 
In 
more 
immediate terms, the Gilmore 
case can only have the effect of 
giving new support to the 
proponents of the death penalty. 
Leaving broad philosophical 
issues aside, the Utah episode 
has put the spotlight on the 
terrifying effects of official 
killing on the human psyche. 
What could be more repulsive 
than the rush of “volunteers" 
who want to pull the triggers of 
the guns that are to take Mr. 
Gilmore’s life? 


The warden in charge of 
selecting the five executioners 
has said that he will determine 
the ultimate choice by lot, after 
screening out those who sought 
to participate for “unhealthy” 
reasons. He was, he added, 
“looking for solid citizens.” 
What “healthy” reasons for

Slashing the Sunbelt: 
Catholic, Protestant, Jewish 
Clergy and Black National Units 
Back Labor's Drive South 
NEW YORK - If Southern 
captains of industry slowly have 
felt themselves and their big 
plants being surrounded and 
coilstered-in, it isn’t any eerie 
extrasensory perception. 
Without 
dram a, 
without 
massive picket-waving plant 
demonstrations 
and 
without 
such slogans as “Operation 
Dixie,” but with imaginative 
alliances with Catholic, Pro­ 
testant and Jewish clergymen 
and black leaders, labor of­ 
ficials 
have 
almost 
im­ 
perceptibly launched their $10 
million, two-year crash- through 
offensive to once and for all sew 
the union label on the whole 
sunbelt. 
With an unorthodox tactical 
twist, 
leaders 
of 
the 
Amalgamated 
Clothing 
and 
Textile Workers (ACTWU) have 
put in their vanguard the 47- 
year- old Holy Cross Father Pat 
Sullivan. His passion and his 
duty as a full-time ACTWU paid 
organizer 
are 
to 
"actively 
recruit Catholics for what has 
been called by unionists the 
‘Southern Textile war.’” 
Father Sullivan was hired this 
fall as the permanent liaison 
between the 500,000 - member 
newly merged AFL-CIO union 
and Catholic organizations. This 
active priest, a New Yorker, 
finds the Union Square area and 
ACTWU central offices here 
familiar “war” headquarters. 
He isn’t the only clergyman in 
the 
union's 
national 
camp, 
directed by a clam ACTWU 
president, quiet- spoken Murray 
Finley, 
a 
third 
generation 
Sidney Hillman. And there is 
secretary- 
treasurer 
Jack 
Sheinkman, a lawyer who has 
just turned 50. He can still be an 
old-time fiery rank- and- file 
orator. 
Father Sullivan’s Protestant 
counterpart is the Rev. William 
Somplatsky- Jarman. He’s a 
Disciple of Christ. He is per­ 
suasive. He did succeed in 
convincing the Missouri Council 
of Churches to endorser at their 
111th Annual Assembly, the 
union’s basic drive against the 
giant J. P. Stevens Co., the 
nation’s second largest textile 
manufacturer. 
There 
are 
sim ilar 
en­ 
dorsements of the union cam­ 
paign in 50 cities to force 
Stevens to sign with the ACTWU 
which seeks to organize some 
45,000 workers in 85 plants in the 
U.S. and Canada. 
There are rabbis, the Jewish 
Labor Committee and some 
Protestant 
denominations, 
already backing the drive at the 
beginning of what will be one of 
1977’s biggest running headline 
stores. 
But, as in Cesar Chavez’s 
Farmworkers’ 
decades 
spanning campaign and in the 
costly clothing union boycott of 
Texas’s Farah company, the 
Catholic church is out front -• 
further down the road than even 
the campus groups, such as at 
Princeton, which are just 
beginning to swing into action. 
In 
mid-November, 
for 
example, Father Sullivan, in 
collaboration with Msgr. George 
Higgins, of the National Con­ 
ference of Catholic Bishops, got 
ACTWU vice president Howard 
Samuel, chief of the “boycott- 
Stevens” offensive, into con­ 
ference with four bishops and 
one archbishop. These hierarchs 
are from the Carolina« ami 
Georgia. They met with Samuel 


in Washington’s Hotel Statler 
Hilton for what should be called 
a briefing. 


They gathered during the 
recent assemblage of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. One of those who heard 
Samuel, 
Bishop 
Joseph 
Gossman of Raleigh, N.C., said, 
“We want to wait and see if 
there is a likelihood whether we 
can play a role.” 
Bishop Gossman said reports 
of wide Catholic church ¿support 
for the union drive were 
premature. But he added, “It is 
possible to come to the con­ 
clusion that J. P. Stevens is 
wrong and the union is right but 
still not back a boycott.’’ 
Another of the conferees. 
Bishop Ernest Unterkoefler of 
Charleston, S.C., advised that

It is a melancholy package for its readers At best it serves 
to rem ind that ‘ Joy to the World has for the larger part been 
replaced by “ In Arms We T rust.” At a tim e when millions 
pause to reflect on peace on earth and human harmony, the 
m ilitary tabulation suggests such sentim ents are of small 
practical moment 
The people of Saudi Arabia, for example, are currently spen­ 
ding nearly one-third of their gross national product on 
weaponry In the U.S., as in the Soviet Union, the national 
m ilitary expenditure approaches $500 per capita 
Even in 
neutral Sweden, one of every six m ales serves in a reserve 
force capable of 48 hour mobilization 
But the most numbing statistics are the world totals The 
m agazine does not compile these figures, leavng this to 
readers with calculators 
Thus at present, according to 
m athem atics for nearly 100 nations, mankind is spending

DEAR DR. LAMB - Please 
tell me how a man treating 
diabetes with a diet, eating no 
sugar, and without taking in­ 
sulin can keepJrom suffering 
from low bloocrsugar. Can he 
take a tiny amount of sugar 
d a i l y , 
sa y 
o n e-fo u rth 
teaspoonful without danger? 
DEAR READER — A point 
that many diabetics miss is 
that the body can manufac­ 
ture glucose sugar. It will 
break down glycogen (animal 
starch) stored in the liver to 
glucose. Or some amino acids 
from protein are converted to 
glucose. 
A diabetic sometimes thinks 
it is not necessary to take in­ 
sulin (if he is supposed to be 
using it) when he doesn’t eat 
for any reason. That is wrong. 
The body manufactures 
glucose and the blood glucose 
will rise without a proper 
amount of insulin. 
In your case a regular diet 
prescribed to m eet your 
specific needs is important. 
Usually a “tiny amount of 
sugar" can be tolerated when 
included with the rest of a 
meal. Sugar and sweets are 
usually limited to avoid a peak 
absorption of glucose and 
causing a rise in the blood 
level. You will not have low 
blood sugar just because you 
do not eat sugar since your 
body can manufacture its own 
glucose. You should be on a 
diet that contains car­ 
b o h y d r a t e s

The price we pay 
for military might 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Air Force Magazine is to ar­ 
maments what Playboy is to sex. Its centerfold features fron­ 
tal shots of the B-l bomber. Its readers get it on by viewing 
graphs of the balance of power. And each year around Christ­ 
mas it dedicates itself to a pornographic review in the truest 
sense: an exhaustive listing of the military strengths of most 
of the world's nations. 
It is a melancholy package for its readers At best it serves 
to remind that “Joy to the World" has for the larger part been 
replaced by “ In Arms We Trust." At a time when millions 
pause to reflect on peace on earth and human harmony, the 
military tabulation suggests such sentiments are of small 
practical moment. 
The people of Saudi Arabia, for example, are currently spen­ 
ding nearly one-third of their gross national product on 
weaponry In the U.S., as in the Soviet Union, the national 
military expenditure approaches $500 per capita Even in 
neutral Sweden, one of every six males serves in a reserve 
force capable of 48-hour mobilization. 
But the most numbing statistics are the world totals The 
magazine does not compile these figures, leaving this to 
readers with calculators. Thus at present, according to 
mathematics for nearly 100 nations, mankind is spending 
almost $350 billion annually to support some 25 million active 
and about 56 million standby soldiers. 
It can be argued that these totals are somewhat ex­ 
aggerated. Adding up militarism is not the same as counting 
apples. Because of state secrecy and other vagaries, some 
figuring is necessarily weak. Therefore, the expenditure totals 
may be several billion high, and maybe half of those listed as 
standby troops should not fairly be counted. 
Then again, even an exaggerated list is in fact a conser­ 
vative one where modern security is concerned However 
much money is being spent, it purchases defenses of un­ 
precedented sophistication A plane today is equivalent to an 
entire air force of World War II; a single ship is more power 
ful than any fleet in history; and we have about 1.200,000 times 
the nuclear power that was dropped on Hiroshima 
And so it’s clear this Christmas that civilization is separated 
into armed camps that have no historic comparison In 1959. 
as the world was still working free from the Cold War. total 
military expenditure was about $97 billion. Since then, detente 
notwithstanding, international defense financing has almost 
quadrupled — and we now pay almost $1 billion a day in suspi­ 
cion of one another. 
There are other costs as well. Particularly those of a social 
nature. Each dollar spent in support of the world's 121.000 
tanks means one less that could go to individual needs. In In­ 
dia, where people starve, the generals command 1.5 million 
soldiers. In Oman, where illiteracy is commonplace, per 
capita military spending is about $900. And in slum infested 
Egypt, almost half of the GNP is spent for guns. 
Economist Ruth Leger Sivar says that nations now budget 
more for armies than ior education. She says world health 
care receives only half the financing of world munitions. Her 
figures show the Middle East nations spending twice as much 
for defense as on education and health combined. Even the 
U.S. is guilty; it ranks first or second in war appropriations, 
but fourth in per capita cash for education. 
Happy holidays? The compilations in Air Force Magazine 
this season go on for 66 pages. Russia has 41,500 tanks; Italy 
has as many reservists as does the U.S.; Zaire, which is 
landlocked, has 12 combat ships; Singapore, all 226 square 
miles of it, has 325 jet fighters; and East Germany, with a 
population of 17 million, budgets more for its arms than does 
India with 35 times the people. 
Economist Sivar believes even a small portion of this gun 
money could wipe out illiteracy on the globe. Others are begg­ 
ing that nations put some of the 25 million troops to work 
building hospitals or helping with the harvests. Dreams, of 
course. Idle hope. Air Force Magazine is filled with 
references to bombs ami bullets this Christmas, but there is no 
mention at all of good will toward men.

DEAR READER — Lymph 
glands are all over your body, 
under the jaw, under the 
arms, inside the abdomen and 
literally everywhere. They 
are connected to a circulatory 
network of small vessels that 
channel lymph all over the 
body and finally dump the 
clear or milky lymph fluid 
into one of the large veins just 
before it enters the heart. 
The lymph glands produce 
lymph cells. These are one 
major type of white cell in 
your blood stream. They are 
also free in the tissues. These 
cells are important in your 
immune system for body 
defenses against infections. It 
is not surprising, then, that 
when you have an infection, 
the lymph glands enlarge and 
may even be painful. The 
lymph glands in the neck may 
enlarge when you have a sore 
throat, or those under the arm 
may enlarge if you have an in­ 
fected finger. 
The thyroid gland is at the 
front of the throat, just above 
the breast bone. It has two 
main lobes, one on each side 
of the trachea (windpipe). It 
forms thyroid hormone which 
is important in metabolism 
and growth. Thyroid hormone 
a ffe c ts the rate of the 
breakdown of the foods you 
eat to release energy in the 
cells. Its functions are entire­ 
ly different from those of the 
lymph glands.

“ If the seller or his represen­ 
tativ e is not present to accept 
pay ment at the place of trans­ 
fer of possession of the liv e­ 
stock, the pu rchaser mu st ei­ 
ther wire transfer fu nd s or 
place a check in the m ail,” the 
d epartm ent said 
Congress tightened the 55- 
y ear-old law following y ears of 
com plaints by prod u cers abou t 
pay ment proced u res of packing 
companies and other bu y ers, 
inclu d ing ou tright nonpay ments 
as well as d elay s. 
On Dec. 7, USDA's Packers 
and Stocky ard s Ad ministration 
ad opted new 
ru les requ iring 
larger packing plants to post 
bond s as gu arantees that they 
are prepared to pay prod u cers 
for liv estock Those ru les will- 
be effectiv e on Feb 7. 
The proposal annou nced to­ 
d ay is the second step in for­ 
mal ru le-making to carry ou t 
the am end m ents and fu rther 
proposals may be forthcoming, 
an agency spokesman said .
